EASTERN CAPITAL IN THE WEST. 
The old proverb, “You cannot eat your 
cake and have it tod,” is applicable to the 
case of the business-men of this city’ who 
have in past years borrowed habitually in the 
East and who now that. they can no 
longer be accommodated there. This year’s 
quota of capital isnot now coming from the 
East because it has already come. There is 
about so much capital in the East available 
for investment in the West, and it cannot be 
borrowed twice. The difference between 
this year and other years is that a 
larger proportion of capital has gone 
into corporate enterprises than usual. 
Boston is ordinarily a prolific source of 
funds to be loaned on real estate, but none 
are to be had at thé present time. Both Bos- 


merchants usually obtain loans for their cur- 
rent business. They can get nothing now. 
This does not mean that the East is investing 
less in the West than formerly. Asa matter 
of fact, it is mvesting more. Such large 
amounts of Easte:n- capital have been 
brought to this part of the country that we 
have had the andmaly of an easier money 
market in Chicago than in New York. 

Not to enumerate the various railroad and 
land enterprises in*the West, consider the 
recent corporate investments in this city. 
The following list shows approximately the 
most important investments of new capital in 
Chicago either actually made or planned for 
the immediate future:

Here isan aggregate of over $35,000,000, or 
more than double the capital of all the Na- 
tional banks of Chicago. It has sometimes 
been alleged that capitalists were finding 
tewer attractions in the West than formerly, 
and that points farther west were preferred 
to Chicago. These figures do not tell any 
such story. The South has within the last 
few years stepped to the front as a favorit 
field for capital and enterprise. Every 
patriotic man will be glad of all the prosper- 
ity the South is having, but every observer 
of events will notice that capital, like migra- 
tion, naturally moves along the parallels of 
latitude. The course of empire is still west- 
ward. There has been a great deai to dis- 
courage enterprising men in the West. 
Wheat has been declining for three years, 
cattle have been cut down by storm and 
drouth, and it has often seemed that the 
, farmers could get no profit out of their acres, 
yat the tillers of the soil buy freely of what 
the merchants have to sell, and the fact that 
capital is still coming to the West is the best 
evidence that paying investments are found. 

The application of this Eastern capital to 
the enterprises in hand distributes large sums 
of money among the people. It is said that 
Boston has put over $30,000,000 into the se- 
curities of the Atchison Road in the last 
year. There was a recent issue of $10,000,000 
of stock. A large proportion of that money 


| went into real estate in and near Chicago. 


The company is now iaying out the line and 
erecting buildings in this city. The North 
Chicago Street Railway Company is appro- 
| priating a great deal of money m new con- 
. struction, and the West Division Company 
will soon be doing the same thing. Tne 
scheme tor the construction of great 
transfer and stock yards in the Town of 
Lyons will also involve the expenditure of 
large amounts. It is from such sources as 
these that the people get the money where- 
with to make their purchases of commercial 
paper which are so conspicuous a feature of 
current business. Thus it is that Eastern 
capitalists are the prime source of a large pro- 
portion of the supply for current business 
purposes as truly as if our merchants were 
getting loans and discounts on their paper in 
the East. But the new capital is becoming 
fixed and wanted here as the capital in our 
banks and real estate has been, and it will in 
time be owned by our own citizens, as that 
capital now is. 

There is a danger in all this. Capitalists in- 
vest their capital for the increment they ex- 
pect from it. But suppose there is no incre- 
mént? The investment of capital with poor 
judgment or in excessive amounts brings 
disappointment and disaster. Everything 
goés well while the principal is being paid 
out. There is plenty for the laborer to do, 
and money is easy. But after the work is 
completed the earning capacity of the enter- 
prise is brought to the test. Often the in- 
vestment fails to pay the promised income, 
those whose fortunes are tied upin it cannot 
meet their obligations, and the bankruptcy 
courts take the matter in hand. Some of 
these undertakings give promise of great 
profit and usefulness. Of all it may be said 
that the capitalists who have staked their 
‘fortunes in them must carry them through, 
if they can, in self-defense if for no other 
reason. But it is time for conservatism. 
There are enough of these great schemes 
which have not yet proved profitable. Let 
them be brought to the dividend stage before 
any new ones appeal to the public for pe- 
cuniary help. ‘ 


INDIAN LANDS IN SEVERALTY. 

After an almost interminabie series of 
blunders the Government has at last entered 
on ap Indian policy.which may be reason- 
ably expected to solve the vexed Indian prob- 
lem. The Dawes bill, providing for the 
allotment of lands now held in common in 
severalty, is about to be put in practical op- 
eration. This initial experiment, if such it 
should be called, will be tried in the north- 
east corner of the Indian Territory, as rich 
and beautiful a tract of land as the sun 
shines on. There are in that neck of prairie 
the remnants of no less than eight tribes, 
some of them once powerful and numerous, 
but now numbering, all told, less probably 
than 2,000. Each family is have a section of 
land for permanent and exclusive occupancy 
and the rest is to be sold to the highest bid- 
der, the proceeds to be invested permanently 
by the Government, the income only to be 
paid to the Indians, Thisis the new depart- 
ure in Indian pohey. Nothing could be sim- 
pler, nothing more radical. Out of it is 
bound to come a final and full settlement of a 
difficulty which has embarrassed and dis- 
graced the United States ever since it came 
into existence, and stains the memory of the 
pioneers of the continent. : 

Several hundreds of thousands of acres of 
land will be opened thus to white settlement 
and will be rapidly filled up with just such 
people as now inhabit the thrifty State of 
Kansas. This means that public schools will 
abound there and that the rising generation, 
red no less than white, will read and write 
the language of the country, and that the 
barbaric jargon of the Indian dialects will be 
eliminated in due course of time. Intercourse 


with white children in school, at play, and in 


ton and New York are centres from which 
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and general commingling cannot fail to 
thoroughly civilize the new generation, es- 
pecially as this new departure has the cordial 
favor of the adult Indians. Hitherto the 
policy has been to coddle and perpetuate the 
savageism of the aborigines. The Govern- 
ment has done this by keeping up tribal com- 
munism in distinction from individualism, 
which is the foundation of genuine civiliza- 
tions No people can attain to a state of civil- 
ization without first clearly recognizing per- 
sonality. Ouristian charity has also been 
strangely blind on int. Instead of try- 
ing to educate the children so that 
they would speak the English language they 
have fostered and catered to the ignorant 
prejudices of the parents. Almost twenty 
years ago the Indian Peace Commission re- 
ported that to the difference of language 
was due two-thirds of the trouble between 
the Indians and the whites,” and it was sug- 
gested “that their barbarous dialects be 
blotted out and the English language substi- 
tuted.” But no heed was paid to the matter. 
The mission schools kept right on teaching 
barbarism instead of pursuing a course 
which would put the rising generation in the 
way of acquiring the Engiish language, and 
thus becoming acquainted with our laws, 
customs, atid institutions. The Government 
has at last in the exercise of its undoubted 
rights as guardians of the , Nation’s wards” 
put its foot down in flat prohibition of this 
great barrier against aboriginal civilization. 
The latest census put the population of the 
so-calied “civilized” Indians that is, those 
on reservations outside of Indian Territory— 
as 66,407. The latest attainable informauon 
as to the population of the Indian Territory 
puts it at 72,468. The real civilization of all 
these scattered Indians will only now fairly 
begin, and when accomplished will undoubt- 
edly date, by common consent, from the 
severalty policy and its educational corollary. 
Nor does it take any special foresight to see 
that it cannot be long before another State, 
one rich and prosperous, will be added to our 
Union. Indian Territory is more than fifty 
years old and is still a foreign nation in our 
midst; but under this new system it will 
rapidly develop into a second Kansas. The 
whole country, as well as the Jndians them- 
selves, will be benefited by such a large ad- 
dition to the area of American civilization. 


CAN THE ANARCHISTS TAKE AN APPEAL? 

The discussion of the proposed appeal of 
the Anarchists to the United States Court 
shows a widespread popular misunderstand- 
ing of the grounds on which a criminal case 
can be taken by writ of error from a State 
tribunal to the Supreme Court at Washing- 
ton. It is natural that the foreign friends 
and followers of the Anarchists should errin | 
this matter, but even intelligent Americans 
seem often at fault. It appears not gen- 
erally understood that, while the United 
States Supreme Court is the highest judicial 
body in this country, it can exercise para- 
mount authority over State tribunals only 
within a limited and closely-defined scope of 
action. Within its sphere it is supreme, and 
so are the State courts within the limits of 
their exclusive jurisdiction. The exact di- 
viding line is sometimes hard to distinguish, 
but there would seem to be nothing in the 
Chicago Anarchist case to cause any doubt 
that the final authority is with the Supreme 
Court of IIIinois. 

Appeals by writ of error in criminal cases 
from the State courts to the Federal Supreme 
Court are rarely allowed, and only when con- 
stitutional questions are in issue. The test 
question applied by the United States Su- 
preme Court in such cases is as follows: 


Is there a United States question involved, 
and, if so, has it been properly decided by the 
Stute court? 


That is all. Questions of evidence, plead- 
ing, instructions, application of. State laws, 
etc., will not be considered except so far as 
they may involve matters arising under the 
Constitution or laws of the United States. 
It is the United States question“ only that 
can be carried up. In no event can the en- 
tire Anarchist case be reviewed or consid- 
ered in the United States Supreme Court. 
The sole inquiry will be as to the existence 
of a United States question,” and the rul- 
ing will deal only with that. Even if the 
Supreme Court should think the M[linois 
courts had erred seriously in some matters it 
would not and could not disturb the judg- 
ment if it found that the constitutional ques- 
tions had been properly decided. 

To get a foothold in the United States Su- 
preme Court the counsel for the Anarchists 
must present a United States question — 
an issue involving an infringement of the 
laws or Constitution of tne United States by 
the Illinois courts in the course of the pro- 
ceedings below. Can any such point be sug- 
gested? Those raised so far are as follows: 

1. An alleged denial of freedom of speech 
in disregard of the first amendment to the 
Federal Constitution. 

2. An alleged unlawful seizure of certain 
letters in disregard of the fourth amend- 
ment to the Federal Constitution. 

8. Trial by a partial and prejudiced jury in 
disregard of the sixth amendment to the 
Federal Constitution. 

Simply as a matter of fact the allegations 
as to the improper denial of freedom of 
speech, the alleged unlawful seizure, and the 
alleged unfair trial have been found false 
and unfounded by the Supreme Court of this 
State, and that clearly exhausts the issue, 
since the amendments to the Federal Consti- 
tution have no application to the facts averred. 
The amendments cited by the counsel.for the 
Anarchists are included within the first ten 
which were adopted as a bill of rights and 
which have always been held operative 
against the Federal Government and not 
ageinst the States. For instance, the first 
amendment says Congress shall make no 
law .. . abridging freedom of speech 
or of the press,” and hence entire 
control of the matter in question is 
reserved for the States. Accordingly 
nearly all the States have adopted laws 
regulating the exercise of the right of speech 
and punishing lbel, slander, seditious utter- 
ances, incitement of crime, and other abuses. 
The provision of the first amendment applies 
only to the Federal Government, and the 
States are left free to regulate exercise of 
speech as they see fit. So, too, with the 
fourth and sixth amendments. They are 
neither more nor less than limitations on the 
Federal Government. Speaking of the first 
ten amendments Cnief Justice Marshall said 
in delivering an opinion of the Supreme 
Court in 1833: 


These amendments contain no expression in di- 
cating an intention to apply them to State Gov- 
ernments. This court cannot sé apply them. 


Referring to Marshail’s ruling Chief Jus- 
tice Chase said in delivering the opinion of 
the Supreme Court in the Twitchell case: 


This judgment has since been frequently reit- 
erated and always without dissent. That they 
[the first ten amendments] “were not designed | 
as limits upon the State Governments in reference 
to their own citizens,” but “exclusively as re- 
strictions upon Federal power.“ was declared in 
Fox vs. Ohio “to be the only rational and - 
te ble interpretation which these amendments 
can have. 


In fact this doctrine has never been seri- 
ously questioned. There is no question of 
State rights here—Democrats and Repub- 
licans have always been of the same opinion 
regarding the first ten amendments. They 
are simply restrictions on the Federal Gov- 
ernment, and noother “ rational and intelligi- 
dle interpretation” can be put on them, as 
the Supreme Court has well said. 

It follows that the questions as to any de- 
nial of free speech, any unlawful seizures, or

| RETALIATORY DISCRIMINATION. 
The proclamation just issued by the State 
Department touching trade relations with 


formance of a duty made imperative by act 
of Congress. Neither the President nor the 
Secretary of State had any discretionary au- 
thority in the premises. The United States 
as long ago as 1790 prescribed conditions 
under which discriminating tonnage duties 
should be exacted, and from time to time 
since then Congress has passed laws relative 
to thé matter. These extra charges are in 
the nature of retaliation for discriminations 
against our American interests in one form or 
another. The proclamation just promulgated 
rests on the act of May, 1828, specifically 
directing under what conditions the dis- 
criminating duties should be suspended, and 
is as follows: : 

WHEREAS, Satisfactory proof has been given 
to me by the Government of Spain that no dis- 
criminating duties of tonnage or imposts are im- 

sed or levied in the Islands. of Cuba, Porto 

ico, and the Philippines, and all other .coun- 
tries belonging to the Crown of Spain upon ves- 
sels wholly belonging to citizens of the United 
States or upon 
merchandise imported in same from the 
United States or from any foreign country; and 

WHEREAS, Notification of such abolition of 
discriminating duties of tonnage and imposts as 
aforesaid has n given to me by a memorandum 
of agreement signed this day at the City of Wash- 
ington between the Secretary of State of the 
United States and the Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary of her Majesty the 
Queen Regent of Spain redited to the Govern- 
ment of the Un States of America, 

ow, therefore, I, Grover Cleveland, President 
of the United States of America, by virtue of the 
authority vested m me by Sec. 4.223 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of the United States, do hereby, 
declare and proclaim that from and after the 
date of this,my proclamation, being also the 
date of the notification received as aforesaid, the 
foreigu egg = Bg of tonnage and im- 
posts within the Un States are suspended 
and discontinued, so far as respects the vessels 
of Spain and the produce, manufactures, or mer- 
chandise imported in said vessels intothe United 
States from the Islands of Cuba and Porto Rico, 
the Philippines, and all other countmes belong- 
ing to the Crown of Spain, or from any other for- 
eign country, such suspension to continue so long 
as the reciprocal exemption of vessels belonging 
te citizens of the United States and their cargoes 
shall be continued in the said Isiands of Cuba 
and Porto Rico, and the Philippines, and all other 
‘Spanish possessions, and no longer. 

The principle underlying this whole subject 
is far broader than tonnage and the duties 
incident thereto. It covers the discrimina- 
tion of foreign Governments against Ameri- 
can exports. Under our narrow and dwarf- 
ing system of so-called protection American 
exports are almost wholly confined to farm 
products, the very things not “ protected,”’ 
and our Western farmers who are the vic- 
tims of high tariff exactions are now suffer- 
ing and have been for several years from 
the unjust discrimination against their pork 
and beef of the two great Powers of Conti- 
nental Europe; but neither the present. Ad- 
ministration nor its immediate predecessor 
ever lifted a finger in self-defense. During 
Mr. Blaine's brief term as Secretary of 
State the French Government was brought 
up with a short turn for trying to injure one 


of the great stapies of Western production, 


but Mr, Frelinghuysen and his successor, | 


Mr. Bayard, haye shown none of that spirit, 
and the nations of Europe seem to have set- 
tled down to the belief that the purpose un- 
derlying the act of 1790 and its supplements 
has deen abandoned, and that it is entirely 
safe to tread on American corns. Germany 
has presumed 6n our national pusillanimity 
more than any other country. If Mr. Bayard 
will only read attentively the very act of 
Congress on which this latest proclamation 
rests he will see that what is therein called 
„Prussia and her dominions” is guilty of 
violating the spirit of the comity which that 
law not only recognizes but in effect says 
must be reciprocated or withheld on our part. 

After putting Prussia on as good footing as 
any other country in the matter of its vessels 
m our ports, it adds: 


The Sydeeding section shall continue and be in 
fo ring the time that the equality for which 
it prevides shall in all respects be reciprocated 
in the ports of Prussia and her dominions; and 
if at any time hereafter the equality shall not be 
reciprocated in the ports of Prussia and her do- 
minions the President may issue his proclama- 
tion declaring that fact, and thereupon the seo- 
tion preceding shall cease to be in foroe. 


Fidelity to the spirit of that law would be 
worth many millions of dollars to the Ameri- 
can people at the present time, more especial- 
ly to the farmers of the corn belt, and most 
especially to the owners of-our ranches. One 
hears a great deal about the cattle business 
being overdone. The truth is there are not 
cattle enough, nor will there be until our beef 
finds its ways into the homes of the common 
people of Europe, as it gradually would do if 
allowed to take its course, unhindered by 
mean and despicable discrimination. The 
entire hog and cattle-raising interests, from 
the Gulf of Mexico to the northern border of 
Montana, are suffering from the cowardice 
and stupidity of the General Government 
under the present Secretary of State and his 
immediate predecessor. Is it not about time 
for those most interested to demand a reas- 
sertion of the good old doctrine of 1790 and 
1828, of which they got a momentary taste in 
the spring of 1881? 


FUSION OF THE INTERNATIONALISTS AND 
SOCIALISTS. 

The most important result of the recent So- 
cialistic convention at Buffalo wagthe amal- 
gamation of the Internationalista and the So- 
cialists in this country. This 1s very signifi- 
cant, for, in the East particularly, the Social- 
ists kept aloof from the Internationalists for 
some years past—since the time of the Pitts- 
burg riots. But the haymarket murders in 
Chicago showed that the Internationalists 
were more numerous in the West than was 
generally supposed, and that they were im- 
patient to put their principles into practice. 
The principles of the Internationalists con- 
stitute anarchy. In their program, adopted 
as far back as 1872, they say they desire: 

„A universal revolution at once social, 
philosophical, economical, and political, in 
order that the existing order of things— 
which is founded on property, on exploita- 
tion, on the principle of authority, whether 
religious, metaphysical, doctrinaire, after the 
Manner of the bourgeoisie, or revolutionary, 
after the manner of the Jacobins—may be 
absolutely overthrown so that not one stone 
of it shall remain on another. Raising the 
cry of Peace for the workers! Liberty 
for the oppressed! and Death to tyrants, 
exploiters, and patrons of all kinds! we 
[meaning the Internationahsts} wish to de- 


| Stroy all States and all churches, with all 


their institutions and laws—religious, polit- 


ical, judicial, financial, magisterial, aca- 


demical, economical—in order that all these 
millions of human beings who are Cheated, 
enslaved, overworked, and exploited—havy- 
ing been at last delivered from their masters 
and benefactors, whether officious or official, 
whether associations or individuals—may 
henceforth enjoy and forever breathe in ab- 
solute freedom.“ 

Tnese in brief are the principles of the In- 
ternationalists asset forth by them sixteen 
years ago, two years before the association 
began to be established in the United States. 
For we are told by Laveieye that German

CITY ALDERMANIC APPORTIONMENT. 
Ald. Wheeler has called a meeting of th 
Elections Committee of the Council for to- 
morrow to take action on the matter of re- 
districting the city into twenty-four wards 
in accordance with the law of last winter. 
It is ‘the opinion of Ald. Wheeler, Kerr, 


(Spain and her dependencies was the per- Dixon, and other members of the committee 


that there is no necessity or reason why the 
redistricting should be postponed to await 
the result of the vote on the various proposi- 
It will be 
better, in their judgment, to divide the city, 
as it now stands, into twenty-four wards, and 
to make additional wards out of the annexed 
territory if any is incorporated, in accord- 
ance with the provision of the law in refer- 
ence thereto. The proviso is that as often 
as new territory shall.be annexed containing, 
or which shall afterwards contain, 15,000 in- 
habitants or more, the City Council of the city 
may authorize the legal voters to elect two 
Aldermen who shall be additional Aldermen.” 
In accordance with this provision if the sec- 
tion of Lake View which has petitioned for 
annexation be added to the city it would be 
entitled to two Aldermen and would form the 
Twenty- fifth Ward of the city. If all of Hyde 
Park except Pullman comes in, the terri- 
tory would make two more wards, the Twen- 
ty-sixth and Twenty-seventh. Neither of the 
new wards would have a population as large as 
the average city ward, but, as they are grow- 
ing rapidly, they would in a few years be 
equal in wealth, importance, and population 
to the average city ward. It would be desir- 
ous to keep them apart from the city wards 
in. order to give them an independent 
representation, responsible to the re- 
spective localities for the progress of im- 
provements there. The ideas of the mem- 
bers of the Election Committee will strike 
most people as being sound and sensible. 
Owing to the fact that the school census, 
when taken two years ago, was taken by 
wards and school districts instead of being 
taken by precincts, as was recommended at 
the time, the committee will not be much as- 
sisted by the statistics of that census, and 
will have to be governed almost wholly by 
the registration of voters. This will be con- 
venient for many reasons, as it is not desira- 
ble to break up precincts, and care must be 
also taken in dividing the wards to make the 
divisions harmonize as much as possibie with 
the political divisions into Congressional and 
Legislative districts. re 4

that body. The purpose of the communica- 
tion is to hurry up the Construction of both 
bridges, As they are much needed no obsta- 
cle that would cause delay should be allowed 
to intervene. All that Mr. Swift asks is that 
he be permitted to advertise for bids for the 
completion of the Jackson street bridge, stip- 
ulating that the contractor shall wait for 
payment until an appropriation for part of 
the work is made and collected, and that 
he be given guthority to proceed with the 
work on the Adams street bridge. There 
ought to be no hesitation to act at once 
on these suggestions.. If the recuired 
permission is granted the too long-delayed 
structure at Jackson street can be completed 
about the ist of June, and the Adams street 
bridge by the ist of December of next year. 
This would give the people of the city, and 
especially the residents of the West Division, 
a much needed east and west thoroughfare 
in the early part of next summer. The com- 
pletion of the two bridges would further en- 
able the city to enter at once upon the con- 


struction of the double steam bridge at Mad- 


ison street, which will be an absolute neces- 
sity by that time. It is really a matter of 
surprise that the Council did not act on Mr. 
Swift’s suggestions Monday night when they 
were presented to the Council.

The Training-School for Nurses at the Hos- 
pital 

The action of the County Board Monday in 

filing the communication of the ladies of the 

Training-School for Nurses concerning the 


‘charges said to have been made against the 


methods of the trained nurses at the County 
Hospital and the expense of maintaining them 
indicates that the whole subject is going to be 
dropped. The Commissioner who 1s said to have 
the charges says he has been misquoted, which 
is very probable. There is no doubt that ever 
since the trained nurses have been introduced 
at the County Hospital patients have been 
better cared for, better order has been pre- 
served, and the expenses of nursing have 
been reduced. The nurses are, without excep- 
tion, respectable, intelligent women, thoroughly 
well-trained in their duties. They are under 
proper and watchful superintendence. They 
are attentive to their duties and know 
how to perform them, Instead of being 
a source of expense to the county 
their employment leads to economy. As the 
ladies pointed out in their communication to the 
County Board yesterday, the nurses cost the 
county but about $20 per month each on the 
average, and they are boarded and lodged outside 
the hospital. They took the plates of men and 
women who were boarded and lodged in a 
sumptuous manner at the hospital and who were 
paid from $25 to 840 per month. Many of the lat- 
ter were utterly unfit for nurses. Some of the 
men were mere ward bummers who were in a 
semi-intoxicated condition most of the time. The 
women were careless of their patients and sloven- 
ly. Their average cost to the county was from 
850 to $60 each per month. The County Board 
surely does not want this state of things re- 
stored. It would be an injustice to the patients 
and tothe taxpayers. It would be absolutely 
demoralizing to the hospital. It may be that 
there are more nurses employed than the num- 
ber of patients will warrant. This can be easily 
remedied. The number of the nurses can be re- 
duced to the requirements of the case, Such re- 
duction is within the power of the Commission- 
ers. It is part of their duty. Any attempt to 
revert to the old order of things ought to be de- 
feated. Its success would be a public mis- 
fortune,

THE WORCESTEK MUSIC-FESTIVAL. 


Wast Audiences Listen to the Performances 
—Helene Hastreiter Scores a Success. 

WORCESTER, Mass., Sept. 27.—[Special.}—The 
first day of the thirtieth annual Music-Festival 
of the Worcester County Musical Association 
has passed.

Horses “Roman Carnival.“ The perform- 
ance was excellent. It is a pleasure to 
record that the orchestra in the hall 


is actually larger than that advertised in the 
books of festival It is so unusual to find 
more than is advertised in such matters instead 
of less, that somebody should present the asso- 
ciation with a medal. Mendelssohn's Scotch 
symphony was the only other work of import- 
ance on the afternoon — — : The perform- 
ance of Max Bruoh’s * Rem es took up the 
entire S and was the principal 
event of e day. if not of the 
festival itself.

ABANDONING THE EVICTION WAR ON 
THE PONSONBY ESTATE. 


Cutting Telegraph Wires and Tearing Up 
Railroad Tracks to Worry Evicting 
Officers — Yesterday’s Contests — The 
Franco-German War Cloud— Hundreds 
of Chinese Soldiers Déowned—Edmund 
Yates’ Letter—Emin Bey Is Contrary— 
Cable Notes. 

Dus, Sept. 27.—The proposed evictions 
on the Ponsonby estate have been abandoned, 
the landlord having conceded the tenants’ 
demand for the benefits of the Land act. 


Earlier Accounts. 

DvBLrIn, Sept. 27.—[New York World Ca- 
ble. The story that the wires were cut and 
the rails torn up between Mitchellstown and 
Cork created a sensation today in the me- 
tropolis. People stared at one another, Their 
looks were more eloquent than words. In- 
quiry showed that there was a grain of truth 
story. A couple of lengths of rails 
have been taken up to intercept the police ex- 
pected to go down with Capt. Plunket from 
Cork to the Ponsonby evictions. The injury 
was discovered in sufficient time to prevent 
accident. O’Brien is at present resting at 
the Imperial Hotel in this city.

THE FRANCO-GERMAN WAR- CLOUD. 


Great Excitement in Paris—Latest Ac- 
counts of the Frontier Shooting. 

Panis, Sept. 27.—{New York World Cable. ] 
French people are much more excited over 
the recent affair on the French-German border 
than over the Schnaebelsincident. The entire 
French nation appears to be of one opinion— 
that reparation and satisfaction must be 
granted by the German Government. The 
Berlin authorities do not appear to be. disin- 
clined to grant reparation, but do not com- 


mit themselves in advance of an 
official investugation. The . Figaro this 
morning, in speaking of the affair, 


describes it as an act ot isolated and almost 
irresponsible brutality. Henri Rochefort says 
Guard Kauffman is not the guilty man. Asa 
soldier he has only obeyed orders he has 
received. There is an assasin in the case,“ 
he says. His name is Bismarck, not Kauff- 
man.

Were Napoleon’s Remains Stolen ? 

Paris, Sept. 28. — [Copyright, 1887, by 
James Gordon Bennett.]—A few days ago the 
Gaulois made a sensation by echoing a rumor 
that the remains of Napoleon, which all the 
world believed to be resting in the tomb at 
the Invahdes, had been sacrilegiously re- 
moved at some time not specified and that the 
tomb was empty. Although the story sounded 
ridiculous, almost every newspaper in Paris 
sent to the Invalides to interview the guard- 
ians of the tomb and were laughed at for their 
pains. Interviewers were told that it was 
oe henge 4 impossible to lift the enormously- 
eavy porphyry lid of the tomb without 
special. machinery, and solemnly assured 
them that it had never been disturbed since 
the remains were placed inthe Invalides.

Land Purchase Sehemes. 

Lonpon, Sept. 7.— [New York Post Cable.] 
—Some curious underhand maneuvering is 
going on about land purchase in Ireland. 
The point of Lord Randolph Churchill’s 
speech was his advice to Mr. Balfour to post- 
pone the promised scheme and see how the 


present act works. Obviously if land pur- 
chase isto come within the nexttwo years 
home-rule will come, too, as a direct result.

It 18 
said that Mr. Chamberlain means to take a 
new departure in Ulster —to outline a scheme 
of land purchase with a municipal rather 
than imperial guarantee; also a scheme of 
local government which he will challenge 
Mr. Gladstone to accept or repudiate. What- 
ever he may say, he is handicap by the 
fact that he has thrown himself into the 
arms of the Orangemen, who are making ex- 
tensive preparations for his reception. 


An Indian Potentate’s Offer. 

Lonpon, Sept. 27.—[New York World 
Cable.|—His Highness Nizam of Hyderabad 
has addressed a letter to the Indian Office 
which is subjected to great congratulations 
in English official circles. Nizam says in the 
outset of his letter that he has for some time 
noticed that the Indian revenue has shown 
but little increase, while the expenditures 
have been steadily gaining. He finds that 


these expenditures have n largely in- 
creased by the fact of the necessity 
of expendin large sums for the 


improved defense of the Indian front- 
ier against the advance of Russia. 
He offers the English Government a free gift 
of £200,000 annually for a Dede of two years 
for the purpose of strengthening English re- 
sources along the line of the detenses of the 
northwest frontier. Nizam is the foremost 
Mohammedan potentate in the English quar- 
ter of Asia, and in the substantial attribute 
of power he 1s superior to the Shah of Persia. 


Mr. Blaine’s Travels.

DAN WREN'S CASE. 


Arguments. Postponed Until Thursday 
Morning. 
“Is there any return from the writ?” asked Judge 
McAllister. 


May it please the court, neither the prisoner 
nor State’s-Attorney Grinnell is in court,” re- 
plied Attorney Pierce. 

The matter before the court was the Dan Wren 
habeas corpus case. A few moments after the 
opening of court State’s-Attorney Grinnell and 
Assistant State’s-Attorney Walker entered. Mr. 
Grinnell said that inasmuch as Gen. Stiles had 
deen associated with him all through the trial 
he would like to have the hearing postponed until 
the Generai’s return. From the points given him by 
Mr. Pierce, it seemed to him that the whole mat- 
ter could be argued on the motion for a new trial, 
and that in view of that the court was practical- 
* trying a case that was already in the hands of 
udge Jamieson. 

Mr. Pierce regretted the absence of Gen. Stiles, 
but thought the State's Attorney and his ‘staf 
ought to be able to cope with the question. He 
did not think that a man illegally incarcerated 
ought to be compelled to remain in custody until 
the return of some lawyer. He was willing to 
have the matter postponed a day or two, but not 
8 Thursday morning at o'clock was fi- 
nally fixed upon as the time for the hearing. 

Mr. MoCoy said their point simply was that the 
verdict was illegal, because there was no such 
law in existence at the time it was found as that 
under which the indictment was framed and the 
verdict returned, If that was so, then the pris- 
oner could not longer be incarcerated. 

Judge McAllister—It seems to me that ample 
justice could be done the case without further 
postponement, although there is a very strong

The State's Attorney filed his answer to the pe- 
tition, and the plaintiff's counsel will now make 
their exceptions to it showing how Wren is un- 
lawfully held, They said that they did not think 
they were anticipating anything that would 
come up on the motion for the new trial. 

Wren was indicted, tried, and convicted under 
Sec. 46 of the Criminal Code relating to conspir- 
acy. but at the last session of the Legislature an 
amended statute was passed which went into 
effect July 1. The new statute is very sim- 
ilar to the old, but is broader and 
was passed with the object of bringing boycotts 
within its meaning. hen the prisoner was in- 
dicted the statute was operative, but when tried 
and convicted it had been superseded by the new 
statute. Judge McAllister said that under the 
common law the conviction would not be valid, 
but Illinois hada statutory provision 2 
the matter. Attorneys Pierce and McCoy ad- 


mitted that, but thought they could show 
that in this case the conviction 
was not legal The statute referred 


to by Judge McAllister is Sec. 1 of the Construc- 
tion of Statutes, and is to the effect that no 
new law shall be construed to repeal a former 
law .. . astoanyoffense committed against 
the former law, or as to any act done, any penalty, 
forfeiture, or punishmentincurred ... arising 
before the new law takes effect, ete.“ The law 
is pretty broad and explicit, and would seem to 
cover the case in question. 

Wren, wearing a suit of clothes well adapted 
to July weather and the even temperature of the 
jail, was a chilly boodler when he got out in the 
air on his way over to McAllister’s court. He 
was accompanied by Mrs. Wren and Deputy- 
Sheriff Gleason.

JUDGE COLLINS HOLDS THAT HIS 


The Doctor Gets Before the Court on a 
Petition of Habeas Corpus and Has the 
Bail Reduced to 
Petition Says About Matson and Grin- 
nell—He Charges that They Are Trying 
to Persecute Him. 


Dr. St. John got outof jail yesterday by 
means of habeas corpus proceedings before 
Judge Collins, who reduced the ball to $13,000, 
and the same sureties who had been acting 
qualified as bondsmen. The habeas corpus 
proceedings were held in the morning and 
at 3 o’clock the Judge sat in Judge Altgeld's 
court as a branch of the Criminal Court to 
pass upon the sureties. Dr. and Mrs. Cope- 
land, James Fitzgeraid, Patrick Ryan, W. A. 
Foster, Mr. Grinnell, Mr. Walker, Mr. Furth- 
mann, Judge Longenecker, Detective Bon- 
field, Matt Pinxerton, Stenographer Pur- 
cell, and several others were present. 
Chief-Bailiff Carolan brobght in St. John 
from the jail. Mr. Grinneil remarked that 
some of the indictments against St. John 
would never be tried, as the later ones 
were to be substituted for the earlier 
ones. The court said that if that were so then 
he should reduce the total bail from $15,000, 
as fixed in the habeas corpus proceedings, to 
$13,000. After some discussion bail was 
fixed as follows: Indictment No. 222, 
$4,000; = J ane recy 

: jury 1 

(second set), — , $2,000 ; No. 386 (sec- 
ond set), * $4,000; total, $13,000. The 
sureties were then sworn to answer truth- 
fully all questions put by court or counsel, 
and Mrs. Copeland was put upon the stand. 
Under Mr. Foster’s tuition she testified that 
she owned six three-story brick flats, Nos. 69 
to 79 Staunton avenue, worth $25,000, with an 
incumbrance of $8,000; that she originally 
owned a five-sevenths interest, St. John own- 
ing the remainder and holding the property 
in trust; that now she owned the whole 
property, which was in her name. The deed 
conveying St. John’s interest to her and 
placing the entire property in her name was 
made out last July, but was not recorded till 
last Thursday. Ryan and Fi scheduled 
as before and St. John was discharged. 

St. John’s petition for habeas corpus, which 
was filed early in the morning before Judge 
Collins, set forth among other things: 

That at and prior to July 28 C. R. Matson and 
Julius 8. Grinnell were in the habit of taking 
one William J. McGarigie, who had been con- 
victed of conspiracy and was confined in the 
County Jail under custody of saia Matson, from 
and away from said jail and to the house of said 
McGariglie, to the Union League Club, and vari- 
ous other places while said Grinnell was at- 
tempting to perform service as a detective, and 
that on or about said July 23 said McGarigle, 
while at Lake View, in said county, disappeared 
from said officers and walked or rode away from 
said Matson and Grinnell bevo the limits of 
said County. That thereu said Grin- 
nell and Matson became 2 at vour pe- 
titioner, pretending to believe t your peti- 
tioner had something to do with the absence of 
said McGarigle, but in fact well knowing that 
the absence of said MeGarigle was solely and 
only due to their own wrongful and illegal acts, 

Further on he says of the last arrest: 

Your petitioner avers that after said arrest he 
was compelled to suffer the mortification and in- 
dignity of having his hight, and weight, and gen- 
eral description taken solely for purpose of 
humiliating petitioner, and that the amognt of 
$18,000 bail, the amount demanded on said last 
indictments, is unjust, illegal, and exorbitant, and 
that the said restraint is contrary to law. 

On the grounds set forth the writ was 
granted, and after hearing the question of 
bail discussed Judge Collins fixed it at $15,000 
and then went over to the North Side to pass 
upon the eligibility of the sureties. 

The doctor was seen as he was leaving the 
jail and was asked if he had anything to say. 

„No,“ he replied, cheerfully, (except that 
I should like to have J udge Collins’ remarks 
printed: They are enough to give the State’s- 
Attorney’s office a black eye. They arrest 
me because my bond is not good, and then 
the court decides that it is.” 

„How are the beds in the jail?” 

“T’ve seen softer, but that part ot it is all 
right enough. It’s the rest that I object to.”
